The events of the past lew days have been
full of political interest. The Civil Rights Bill
is before the President, and I have little doubt
that he will approve it, though may objeet to
its gencral character. “The Bill as it passed
the Sennfe wguld have been vetoed. Dut it
was 80 modifiel as to allow an appeal, in every
case, to the United States Supreme Court.
Besides it is thought that the law will not Le
one of much practical importance. The cases
that might arise under it, will be settled hy
nsage, and a few decisions of the Court would
scttle the law on {he subject.

The Jvint Resolution offered by Senator
Stewart, of Nevada, has attracted some alten-
tion.  The Senate will refer it tothe Committee
on Reconstruetion.  Mr, Stewart is not in favor
of negro suffeage, but he says that he was sat
isfied hirizelf that neither this Congress nor
the next will ndmit represcutation from those
States, without conditions whieh Mr. S. pro-
poses introducing, equalization of the right of
suflrage. e proposes that the Govermoent
offer to thore States general amuesty and ex
emption from all liabilities on necount of the
rebellion, and also the restorntion of the Stutes
to their place in the Union with full represen-
tation. He suggests that if Congress offer
these terms, and the Routhern logisintures ac-
cepl them, all those States can be represented
before the end of this session.

By the Fourth of July next the vacant seats
would all be filled by any ex-rebe!s who mny
be clected, not excluding Jefferson Davis or
General R. E. Lee.
